1. Subject documents have "beta reviewed from the stand* 
point of their effect upon the cgpexntioos of this Agency 4«r? ng 
a condition of active warfare, atmmlng that their issuance Js 
otherwise In accordance with the proper authority of the amative 
Office* Bone of the provisions of any of these doeweots appear 
on their face to present t-erioue prcblega affecting the operations- 
of this Agency. Certain provisions could, depending \jgpom inter- 
pretation and application, result. In interference with 
operations. However, It would seem that in every case negotiations 
between this Agency and the other appr opriate agency or official 
of the Government could easily resolve any difficulties that 
might arise. Particular ccnmentK are indicated In the following 
paragraphs*

and such an agency* 

3* Aim 'D oc ument Ho. 7. Ibis Sbcecutive Order activating the 
Civil Reserve Air Fleet would put a portion of the 0.8. ccmms-elal 
air transportation system together with its aaaagesmast capability, 
per sonne l and facilities in direct support of the military air- 
transport service. The Order could affect any portion of the 0.8* 
commercial air transport fleet, wherever located and thus could 
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apply to CAS, Inc. Again it seem certain that appro pria te 
unde rs tand could be arrival at to prevent id e rf srence 
with Agency operations In this field.

This Esecutive Order suspending 
voluntary enlistment in the armed forces of the Itaited States 
should have no effect upon the operations of the Agency. 

6. AHBBff Jkxmm wi So. 11. da &tecutive Order declariaai: 
the Caraaiss ioned Corps of the ^Public Health Service to be a 
military service should not affect Agency operations.
